Tbe medical service and medicines will 
ie tarnished without charge to tbe men, 
The hospital fund of the railroad is Buffl- 
eiait to sustain the dispensaries of the 
company in addition to the hospitals. 
Prom the wages ot each employe a cer- 
tain sum for the hospibal fund is taken 
every month, A man who geta 850 a 
month and over gives 60 cents. All get- 
ling under $50 a month give 36 cents. 
This provides for every employe the beat 
of medical attendance when sick or in. 
jured, and all tbe care that oan be given 
them. All railroad employes get even 
better attention in the boepitala that 
they ean at boms. Tbis is a commend- 
able more on tbe part of the Wabasb. It

Us father, Hon. Isaac Fuok, nettled on 
M spot where his sou Benjamin was 
nbeequently born at a time when the 
resent territory ot McLean waa embraced 
n the eame county with that which now 
omposesOook. The father Isaao Funk, 
was a member of tbe senate ot this etate 


ack in the etormr days ot the civil war. 
He it was who early is 1863, when his 
alienee became exhausted by the dis- 
oyal dallyinga ot perhaps the worst 
General Aeeembly Illinois ever hod, arose 


nd illustrated the vigor ol tbe Anglo- 


Saxon tongue by a denunciation of the 
nti-war members ag vigorous as any- 
tung to be found in the English Ituignoge. 
Thatspeech made "HoDeetFarmer Tank' 


famous man. 
It awoke tbe echoes ot 


atriotism and loyijty from shore to 
bora of tbe great republic, and the 
peeoh, is aa impenshabie part of the 
tatriolic hteratare ot oar great state. 


Isaac Funk's eon, Benjamin Franklin, 
beeubjeotof this sketch, wae born in 
ponk's Qrove townabip, McLean coaoty. 
le is now a little over 00 years of age. 
lie early lite wae that ot the ordinary 
armer boy in a new country. Isaac 
tank the head ot the family, was a nan 
of extraordinary energy, both pbyeiool 
and n<ental. He early foresaw tbe poeei- 
ilities ot this new country, Bia buet- 
neee plans were broad and comprehen- 
ive, and he had tbe ability to carry out 
arge plain in praoiioe. 
HIM children 


were therefore brought np in an atmos- 
phere otpneh and enterprise. Ben Funk 
rae not trained in a school ot small ideas. 
le was, however, bred up to habits of 
severe industry, and, np to about tbe 
nd ot hie teens,had received ouly each 
education as the common school of bis 
neighborhood afforded. Later, however, 
he attended tbe Illinois Wesley an Uni- 
versity at BloomioBton aid acquired a 
good practical education. 


In those days "tbe silver voices ot 


leroio buglee" were calling loudly upon 
the patriotic eons of Illinois to assist m 
saving tbe nation. Mr. Funk heard the 
call, donned a blue oont and went 08 to 
tbe war. After honorable service to the 
country be returned and tor a time con- 
tinned to attend tbe University 
He did 


not, 
however, take a complete college 


course, but married and Buttled down in 
.he city of Bloomington, -where be tna 
ever since resided. HIB buBiueu hae 
always been that ot a farmer and raiser 
of stock, wlucb he carries on upon a large 
scale and witn marked euowsa. 


In the army and in college Ben. 


was always popular, as he baa sine* been 
along all claseee who know him. Nat- 
urally a man of a;rong friendships and 
muoa social mirtb, be has the faculty, 
without pretense or hyprooriey, but by 
the force ot genuine sincerity and good 
nature, of attuohina to bim by strong 
tiee ot friendship all good and reasonable 
people with whom ue comes to contact 


Mr. Fank has served ae mayor of 


Bloomtngtoa seven terms. He wse never 
defeated when a candidate tor office, nnd, 
on several occasions, when there was a 
bard, three-cornered fight and itwasde. 
sirnble that the Bepnb)io«in9 run a strong 
candidate, they bave appealed to Bet). 
Funk, though not dwiring the oHice, to 
omke the sacrifice and run for the good 
ot the party, Such vrna the confidence 
ot the Blooming ton Bepublionn$ in his 
ability and popularity, and it was al 
demonstrated that this confldtnos mtis 
cot mieplAcect, for on «tioh occasions be 
wss every time elected by a triumphant 
mnjonty.
